The painting, which is done on canvas in 
grisaille and gold, was one of the last, if not 
the very last, of the works executed by Man- 
tegna, who died in 1506. He belonged to the 
Paduan school in the flower of the Renaissance. 

The composition is of two full-length figures 
portrayed against a portal. At the left is a 
stately woman, in a long robe, girdled, with 
voluminous folds} and wearing an embossed 
crown pointed with jewels, beneath which is 
a veil and a mass of curls. She is holding 
conversation with the bearded Tarquin at the 
right, who is also dressed in a robe of many 
folds and wears a turban, 

Each holds a large written scroll in the lett 
hand, while the woman points to a particular 
inscription with one finger; the man raises his 
right hand in emphasis. At the right is a 
pilaster, decorated in relief with an acanthus 
candelabro, The canvas is 2134 inches high by 
19 inches wide. 

The Cumaen Sybil is the oracle Aeneas con- 
sulted before his descent intg the lower world, 
and it was she who sold to Tarquin the Proud 
the Sybilline books, written in Greek. “The 
Triumph of Scipio,” “Judith” and “Dido” are 
among the other famous paintings extant by 
Mantegna. 


Austrian Archduke’s Collection 
of Faience Is Sold at Auction 
VIENNA—The faience collection of the late 
Austrian archduke Ludwig Viktor, in his castle 
Klesheim,; near Salzburgh, has been sold at 
auction in the “Dorotheum” in Vienna. Delft 
and blue-white were the archduke’s favorite ob- 
jects. The greater part of the collection con- 
sists of German pottery and that at its ripest 
epoch, from the end of the XVIIth century to 
the beginning of the XVIIIth, the centers be.ng 
Frankfort a. M., Hanau and Nuremberg. 

Two of the so-called “History” plates (reg- 
istered in the manufactory’s inventory of 1693), 
one representing Bacchus and the other Moses 
with the serpent, were sold at 26,000 kronen 
each. The Frankfort Museum purchased a 
jug with a narrow neck adorned with a bouquet 
of flowers, for 260,000 kronen. 

Six hundred pieces were sold in four days. 
Some of them reached extraordinary high 
figures. A little dish brought 29,000 kronen, 
a Jug with a narrow neck painted in blue, was 
acquired by the Frankfort Museum for 70,000 
kronen, The first day brought in more than 
4,000,000 kronen. Pe

It 
was painted in 1502 and is known under the 
title, “Salvator Mundi.” The panel measures 
22% inches by 18%. It was for over a century 
in the possession of Eugene Felix, of Leipsic. 
It is remarkably well preserved and brilliant in 
coloring.

The picture by Matsys, who died in 1530 in 
Antwerp, shows the Virgin, attired in a blue 
dress, holding the Child on her right knee. 
With her left hand she is taking a bunch of 
grapes from a basket of fruit. At a distance 
Joseph is taking some water from a brook. 
The background is formed of a very beautiful 
hilly landscape with rich vegetation, buildings, 
roads and rivers. 

The panel, which is 38 inches by 31, belonged 
to the late Baron Albert Oppenheim, of Cologne, 
whose collection was dispersed at auction in 
the course of the war. The purchaser was 
forced by’ reverses to sell it again, It was ex- 
hibited at Bruges in 1902. 

The Matsys is the fifth painting which has 
come to New York from the celebrated Oppen- 
heim collection. The Kleinberger Galleries 
in 1911 sold to the late Benjamin Altman the 
“Portrait of an Old Man” by Hans Memling, 
and the self portrait of Dirk Bouts, both of 
which are now in the Metropolitan Museum, 
and to the late Michael Dreicer, in 1916, 
another portrait by Memling. Philip Lehman 
owns the picture by Petrus Christus from the 
same collection.

MACBETH GALLERY 
MAKES PROPAGANDA 


Holds Annual Display of “Intimate 
Paintings” Calculated to Win Public 
Away From “Department Store Art” 


The best sort of propaganda for art results 
from the annual exhibitions of “Intimate 
Paintings” which the Macbeth Gallery holds 
each year about this time. Heralded by full- 
page newspaper advertisements, this concern 
puts before the public a collection of medium- 
sized pictures by American artists that are cal- 
culated to meet any home builder’s taste and 
purse. The current show, which is the fifth, 
is composed of eighty-one subjects by fifty-two 
painters, ranging in price from $100 to $5,000. 

These are “livable” pictures, and their qual- 
ity is of the very highest. They are small, 
but not too small, and it is a fact well recog- 
nized among artists that real charm and spon- 
taneity are not oftenest found in large com- 
positions. 

The whole art world owes a debt of gratitude 
to the Macbeth Gallerv for this sort of mis- 
sionary work. The truth is that too many peo- 
ple of moderate means are afraid to go to reg- 
ular art galleries for pictures on account of 
the mistaken idea that prices are high, so they 
visit the department stores and buy works made 
in the Paris “picture factories,” paying more 
for them than they would have had to pay for 
paintings by real American artists having ten 
times the value if they ever wished to sell 
them. 

There are too many desirable pictures in the 
display to single out many for notice. Among 
the most pleasing, however, are Bruce Crane’s 
“Awakening of the Day,” Charles H. Davis’ 
“The Hilltop,” Eugene Higgins’ “Open Coun- 
try,” Edward H, Potthast’s “July Day,” Will- 
iam Ritschel’s “Summer Night, California” and 
W. Elmer Schofield’s “White Sand Bay.” 


An Exhibition of Old Masters 


The season's first exhibition of old masters 
is being held at the galleries of Arthur Tooth 
& Sons, 709 Fifth avenue, where fourteen old 
English portraits are being shown. The group 
extends in its scope from Thomas Hudson 
(1701-79), who was the master of Reynods, 
down to Prince Hoare (1755-1834), one of the 
men who tried vainly to keep up the tradition 
when the great masters were gone. 

The high spots of the exhibition are Rae- 
burn’s virile and characteristic “Lord Presi- 
dent Dundas,” who figured in the impéachment 
of Warren Hastings; Gainsborough’s brilliant 
and picturesque “Charles Frederick Abel, Mu- 
sician’; Lawrence's “John Hunter, Esq.,” an 
eminent East India merchant with a twinkle in 
his eye; and, as a much appreciated American 
note, Gilbert Stuart’s “Miss Bainbridge,” a 
beautiful example of the artist’s so-called “Irish 
period.” 


Anonymous Show Is Success 


Wiseacres are not finding it so easy to name 
the authors of the paintings in Mrs. Sterner’s 
“Anonymous Exhibition” as they thought they 
would. Some of the forty pictures so obviously 
bear the mannerisms of the painters that it is 
easy to settle their identity, but at least half 
of them are calculated to puzzle all but the 
most sophisticated. 

It was Mrs. Sterner’s desire to try the hon- 
esty of collectors, and see if any of them would 
buy pictures solely for merit and not for name. 
From this point of view the exhibition is a 
success. Sales have been made of pictures 
whose authors even Mrs, Sterner did not know. 

It will not be fair to discuss the merits of 
individual pictures until the name plates are 


attached, next Wednesday. Why praise a pic- 
ture if the artist can’t have the credit? he 
show will continue two weeks after its 


anonymity is dropped. 
Modernist Art at Wanamaker’s 


Not since the Armory Show in 1913 has 
there been such a comprehensive exhibition in 
this country, of the work of modern European 
artists as the Belmaison Gallery, Wanamaker’s, 
is showing unti! Dec. 17. The catalogue con- 
tains seventy-two numbers, and those contrib- 
uting, while all but one live in Paris, are 
French, Italian, Spanish, Dutch, Norwegian, 
Finnish and“American. The great majority are 
French, three being women, None of these 
pcteres have been exhibited before in New 

ork, 

Picasso has a number of drawings, but his 
most significant work is “La Dame au Fauteuil,” 
recently painted, in which the application of 
Cubism to the lines of the human body is 
typical of his method of expressing form, Color 
plays a minor part, the whole being dominated 
by a gold tone with only sufficient gradation 
to aid in the emphasis of fine, This picture is 
typical of the modern spirit in’ making its ap- 
peal direct to the imagination without attempt- 
ing to sway the emotions. 

Cubism of another type than Picasso's, is 
represented in two studies each bearing the 
title, “Figure,” by Georges Valmier, which have 
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their basis of construction in’ geometric forms 
rather than in nature. Color of intense bril- 
liance is so handled as to give marked balance 
to the whole. 

“Cette Enfant Qui Court” is the work of the 
famous Van Dongen. His work has decided 
pictorial character in contrast with the Cubists 
and Futurists, but so far does he carry the 
process of simplification that only the important 
lines are given attention, and he does not hesi- 
tate to exaggerate either line or color, as in 
the long, blue-green eyes of the “Téte de Loup.” 

The three women. Marie Laurencin, Irene 
Lagut and Héléne Peridriat, are remarkable 
in holding their own among the exponents of 
principles which women artists as a whole 
have been slow to adopt. Two portraits by 
Marie Laurencin are done with little emphasis 
on color, blue being the dominant tone. The 
pale color of the Tine is far removed from 
realism but seems the inevitable complement to 
the rest of the picture. Most striking of the 
work by these women is “La Belle et la Béte,” 
by Hélene Perdriat, with its green background 
outlining the unrelieved white blouse of a very 
dark skinned woman, Of the brightest red is 
the cloth on the table by her side. Fine black 
lace covers her brown arms and under the 
blouse the coloring of the skin shows faintly. 

P. H. Bruce, the only American in the ex- 
hibition, contributes two colorful abstractions, 
Matisse, Leger, Herbin and Severini are also 
represented, 


Remarkable Child Portraits 


As a painter of children, Elinor M. Barnard, 
whose water color portraits are at the Ehrich 
Galleries until Dec. 3, catches something of 
the spirit of childhood that lifts her work above 
mere portraiture to the plane of interpretation. 
Judged by their technique alone, these pictures 
compel attention for their evident mystery of 
the medium. She is especially successful in giv- 
ing a liquid tone to the eyes, in suggesting the 
crispness of frocks and the transparency of 
sheer collars over velvet coats and colorful 
smocks. 

But, however fresh and pleasing in color, 
it is the spirit in which these children are 
shown that is the arresting feature. Miss 
Barnard seems to have caught in each case 
some dominating mood or expression, from the 
playful mischief in the brown eyes of a girl 
of eight and. the alertness of the baby boy 
just about to turn to his play, to the rather 
wistful, wondering gaze of a somewhat older 
girl in blue. It is the variety of character and 
marked individualism of her subjects that dis- 
tinguish Miss Barnard’s art. 


Sculptures by Gleb Derujinsky 


When Gleb Deruinsky, whose sculpture is 
exhibited at the Milch Galleries until Dec. 3, 
left Bolshevik Russia in 1919, he designed his 
“Icarus” to embody what he felt in retrospect 
about his country, Icarus, it will be remem- 
bered, so scorched his wings in flying near the 
sun that he fell to earth. The figure is seen 
with wings crushed and body broken—limp and 
twisted after the impact with earth. 

“Leda and the Swan” and a portrait of Mlle. 
Yvonne d’Arle are carved in wood with great 





fluidity of expression. The varied character 
of the exhibition is typified by such extremes 
as his vigorous “Roosevelt,” which has been 
accepted by the Women’s Roosevelt Association 
for its Memorial House, the gracefully poised 
dancers, Ruth Page and Adolph Bohm, and 
the musical rhythm of an aspiring “Mercury.” 
“Achilles and Hector” was the trophy awarded 
in the contest between English and American 
fencers Nov. 21, and won by the American 
team. 
William Starkweather’s Show 


An exhibition of paintings by William St&rk- 
weather at the Galerie Intime until Dec. 11 
comprises sixty-seven of his oils and offers a 
wide variety of subject matter in both land- 
scapes and portraits. 

“Gull Island” is interesting for the countless 
fluttering forms that are seen at a distance 
against a background of blue sea with one large 
rock in the center of the picture making so 
deep a shadow on the water that it accentuates 
the flying white forms and also the slender 
silhouettes of some bathers, 

“Portrait of Margaret Donegan, Studio 
Scrubwoman,” is perhaps the dominating pic- 
ture in the exhibition. Of the Italian land- 
scapes, “Cervara,” draws attention with its con- 
trast between the shadow of the lower part 
of the picture, where the hillside slopes away, 
and the sunlight which outlines the hills in 
the upper part. Three pictures of a great 
wistaria vine are of the type suitable to adorn 
the walls of a home, “From the Mauretania” 
shows simply the great blue waves of the 
Atlantic in mid-ocean. 


Paintings by Pittsburgh Woman 


The Knoedler Galleries are showing a room 
of paintings, many of them done in Florida 
and the West Indies, by Johanna K. Wood- 
well Hailman, a Pittsburgh artist who is the 
daughter of the landscapist, Joseph R. Wood- 
well. Realism and brilliance are her charac- 
teristics. 

One of the smallest pictures, but one of the 
best, is “The Storm Wind.” An intricate deco- 
rative design, together with light and refined 
color, is found in “Victoria Gardens, Nassau.” 
“Through Nature’s Jalousie” also has rare de- 
sign and color. Mrs, Hailman is a portraitist 
and there is spontaneity and lovable quality in 
“Mrs. Edward J. Hotise and Children.” 


O’Shea’s Paintings of California 


The Kingore Galleries are exhibiting John 
O’Shea’s oils and water colors until Dec. 3. 
More than half of the pictures depict the 
California coast, particularly in the vicinity of 
Point Lobos, where the twisted cypresses and 
live oaks bend to reveal the blue intensity of 
the ocean back of them. 

“The Oldest Inhabitants” is a group of such 
trees whose trunks stand out strong and bare 
above the rocks where they seem to have so 
slight a foothold. “The Land of the Forty- 
Niners” shows a cleft in two great rocks ris- 
ing out of the ocean, and through this open- 
ing a glimpse of the foothills beyond. 

Mr. O’Shea often paints the smooth, oily

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REBEL SHOW DRAWS 
WELL IN CHICAGO 


One Thousand Canvases, Displayed in a 
Department Store, Include no Cubists 
and No Post Nor Neo-Impressionists 


CHICAGO—The rebel painters of Chicago 
have hung 1,000 paintings, rejected for the 
thirty-fourth annual exhibition at the Art In- 
stitute, in a gallery in the Rothschild depart- 
ment store loaned for the purpose. The at- 








tendance is large. 

The committee in charge includes C. Ray- 
Jonson, Claude Buck, Ramon Shiva, 
lulian Macdonald, Rudolph Weisenborn and 
Carl Hoeckner. Their announcement to the 
press says that they would appreciate the pub- 
lication of their works, “or of the painters at 
work in the galleries, so that the public may 
decide for itself whether it likes pictures 
painted in spots, smooth with the Van Gogh 
slither, a realistic nude, or a woman peddling 
apples done in four angles and two cubes, or 
the orthodox ‘colored photo’ done in the con- 
servative way. We do not believe in juries, 
aid this show is being hung not by a jury but 
by the painters themselves. We want people 
to see our works and those that the Institute 
accepted and have hung there, and to decide 
whether or not we, the radicals of art, are 
not the more stimulating to a development of 
art that will rival the scientific and commercial 
strides made by our country.” 

The announcement is signed by “The Salon 
des Refusés Committee,” although it would be 
more in keeping with the independent character 
of the show if the title “Committee of the Re- 
jected” were used. ‘ 

Not all of the rejected artists were will- 
ing to hang their pictures in the show, but the 
1,000 canvases which the committee acquired 
presented problems of wall arrangement, and a 
“Chamber of Horrors” seemed to come into 
existence automatically. 

Olaf Brauner, Robert Eskridge, Karl Ouren 
and a long list of names not so well known 
are represented by works of dignity. The ma- 
jority of the big canvases are symbolic in 
character, many are decorative, many experi- 
mental. Lack of space at the Art Institute was 
one of the factors resulting in their display, 
and another was a sense of classification which 
left out symbolic compositions and others of a 
purely decorative character. 

Strange as it may seem, the 1,000 rejected 
include no Cubists, Post-Impressionists or Neo- 
Impressionists. Those not leaning toward the 
decorative or the symbolic are individual color 
experimentalists. The struggling student with 
little academic training is frequently evident. 

The Art Institute assisted the exhibition com- 
mittee in sending out invitations and co- 
operating in details in the friendliest spirit.

The volume is entitled, “Ane Detectiovn of the 
duinges of Mary Quene of Scottes, touchand 
the murder of hir husband, and hir conspiracie, 
adulterie, and pretensed marriage with the 
Erle Bothwell. And ane defence of the trew 
Lordis, mainteineris of the Kingis graces ac- 
tions and authoritie.”

ART CENTER’S WORK 
ATTRACTS SCHOOLS 


Both Teachers and ‘Students Attending 
in Large Numbers, Vocational In- 
structors Receiving Lectures on Art 





Two hundred and fifty instructors of voca- 
tional and manual training in the elementary 
schools of Greater New York are visiting in 
groups the exhibitions of the Art Center, 65-67 
East 56th street. These visits are made at the 
invitation of Mrs. Ripley Hitchcock, president, 
and William Laurel Harris, managing director, 
of the Center. Mr. Harris delivers addresses 
specially designed to aid the teachers in the 
dissemination of knowledge of the industrial 


arts.- 

The school authorities are co-operating with 
the Art Center, and as a result increasing num- 
bers of both teachers and students are attend- 
ing the exhibitions. Dr. Gustav Straubenmuller, 
supervisor of vocational and manual training ; 
Dr. James Parton Haney, director of art in the 
high schools, and George Loewy, director of 
manual training in the elementary schools, are 
giving every encouragement. 

Mrs. Hitchcock, commenting on the work, 
said: “The opportunities for achievement in 
the industrial arts in America surpass any 
hitherto known in the world’s history, Ma- 
chinery and modern manufacturing methods 
have opened the door to art on a scale that 
dazzles the imagination.

In 
times past only the wealthy could afford beau- 
tiful things; today everyone of moderate means 
can buy them.”

TWO CARUSO BUSTS, 
ONLY ONE WANTED 
Metropolitan Opera House Presented 


With Statues by Ciffariello and Ruo- 
tolo—One Will Be Installed in Foyer 








Two busts of Caruso have been made for 
the foyer of the Metropolitan Opera House, 
but only one will be placed there. The Lega 
Musicale Italiana, of which the great tenor was 
honorary president for life, commissioned 
Onorio Ruotolo to make a bust for the Metro- 
politan. At the same time Carlo Bersoti, editor 
of the Italian paper, // Progresso, started a 
subscription fund for a Caruso bust, and en- 
gaged Felipe Ciffariello, a sculptor in Italy, to 
do the work. 

Gatti Casazza, director of the Metropolitan, 
does not know which bust to accept, but as the 
one by Bersoti was offered first, it seems prob- 
able that it will be chosen. Meanwhile Ruo- 
tolo is philosophical 

The Caruso of Ruotolo is of heroic size in 
bronze, plated with gold. The head is crowned 
with laurel. The base, of light brown marble 
that contrasts beautifully with the gold of the 
bust, bears a bas relief of a kneeling feminine 
figure holding a votive lamp in an uplifted 
hand. The figure symbolizes humanity’s grati- 
tude for the priceless boon of the singer’s 
voice. 

“T have shown the idealized Caruso,” says 
Ruotolo. “T have not shown the living Caruso, 
who ate spaghetti, but the man who is immor- 
tal in thousands of hearts, and whose voice is 
still heard daily in thousands of homes by the 
aid of the phonograph. I modeled his statue as 
I listened to his golden tones on the instrument 
beside me.” 


Pennell adil Gibson io Honored 


The election of Henry Bacon, architect; 
Charles Dana Gibson, illustrator and portrait 
painter, and Joseph Pennell, etcher, to mem- 
bership in the American Academy of Arts and 
Letters, and a memorial meeting in honor of 
John Burroughs marked the two-day celebra- 
tion by the Academy last week.

BERLIN MUSEUM GETS 
ITS GREATEST GIFT 


Dr. Simon Presents His Collection of 
Early German Art, Including Many 
Examples of Gothic Wood Statuary 








BERLIN—Dr, James Simon, patron of art, 
has just commemorated his seventieth birthday 
by the largest donation ever given to the Berlin 
Museum by one man. His life work was the 
large collection of early German art, principally 
Gothic wood statuary, which for over twenty 
years formed the fine private museum in his 
own home, and this he has now presented in 
its entirety to the State. It will be installed 
in the new building reserved for German art, 
adjoining the Kaiser Friederich Museum. 

The wood statuary comprises 350 pieces, from 
the earliest Gothic times to the best of the 
Renaissance period. It includes choice speci- 
mens of the Swabian, Netherlands, Lower 
Rhineland and Bavarian schools, and is en- 
hanced by early Flemish and German tapestries. 
The principal works have been on view at the 
museum for months, and will remain there 
until the new-building is finished. 

Dr. von Bode celebrated Dr, Simon’s birth- 
day by publishing a descriptive catalogue writ- 
ten by himself and his collaborators, Demmler, 
Volbach, Friedlander and Schmitz. In the year 
1904 Dr. Simon gave to the museum the won- 
derful collection of old Italian works of art, 
which, filling a room by itself, is known as 
the James Simon Kabinett, and contains paint- 
ings, statuary, medals and unique specimens of 
Renaissance bronzes, To the Museum of 
Posen, now belonging to Poland, he gave at the 
same time a collection of old Italian medals 
and plaquettes. 

In the general confusion arising from the 
revolution in 1919, Dr. Simon sold many of his 
finest pictures to foreigners, among them be- 
ing the well-known “Letter” by Vermeer and 
the portrait of an old lady by Frans Hals. Be- 
sides these he sold three Goyas, a Van Dyck, a 
Tiepolo, and some beautiful Dutch works. His 
home, however, still contains many rare objects. 





Pictures by Guardi Discovered 


VENICE—Artistic circles in Venice are ex- 
cited by the discovery of a number of canvases 
by Francesco Guardi, an eighteenth century 
painter of Venice. These are ceiling decora- 
tions, panels and altar paintings, and they 
change considerably the estifmate generally made 
of his work. The question of their authenticity 
and the history and work of the painter are 
being debated in the studios and galleries of 
Venice, 


WATROUS NOW HEADS 
ACADEMY ASSOCIATION 
Elected President Instead of Howard 


Russell Butler, Resigned—Object Is 
Erection of a Palace of the Fine Arts 








The National Academy Association has 
elected Harry W. Watrous president to suc- 
ceed Howard Russell Butler, who resigned be- 
cause he has gone to California to live. This 
body, which is distinct from the National 


Academy of Design, was organized several 
years ago for the purpose, primarily, of raising 
funds and erecting a Palace.of the Fine Arts 
in New York which should provide exhibition 
space and headquarters for the various art 
yodies of the city. Considerable funds are 
already in its possession. 

The association is said to be working in full 
accord with the newly formed League of New 
York Artists, one of whose purposes also is 
the erection of a Palace of the Fine Arts. 

The other officers of the National Academy 
Association are: Vice-President, Herbert 
Adams; treasurer, Donn Barbour; secretary, 
Bert Hanson; chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, James Speyer. 

The constituent bodies of the National Acad- 
emy Association are: National Academy of 
Design, American Water Color Society, New 
York Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects, Architectural League of New York, 
New York Water Color Club, National Sculp- 
ture Society, Municipal Art Society, Society of 
Beaux-Arts Architects, the Mural Painters and 
the Society of Illustrators. As members of its 
council are the mayor of the City of New 
York, the president of the Borough of Man- 
hattan and delegates from the Chamber of 
Commerce, the New York Public Library and 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

The articles of incorporation provide that 
the first endeavor of the trustees shall be the 
erection of a building. Plans, which were in 
full swing, were stopped by the war. 





Philadelphians Have Salon in Paris 


Philadelphians in Paris have started a salon 
of their own. Seven painters and sculptors, 
formerly of the Pennsylvania Academy, have 
joined in showing their work in an ancient 
hotel in one of the oldest quarters of the 


French capital. The exhibition will be brought 
to Philadelphia later in the season.

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New Pictures by Mlle. Charmy Are Exhibited 
in Paris in a Setting of Antique Furniture 
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PARIS—A question is often raised as to the 
fitness of hanging pictures by modern artists, 
that is, artists painting in a modern manner, 
among old furniture, and many people hesitate 
to buy paintings by new masters simply from 
a fear that they will clash with their environ- 
ment if this has not been specially designed for 
them. ; ee 

That this is a fear amounting to a prejudice 
when applied to all modern art, was demon- 
strated at the opening of a new gallery in the 
heart of the Champs Elysees, tastefully fitted 
with rare pieces of select old furniture, and 
which was at the same time the occasion for 
the display of the latest work of Mile. Emilie 
Charmy. Indeed, far from striking a_ false 
note, the juxtaposition served to emphasize the 
traits of resemblance in Mlle. Charmy’s pictures 
with certain painters of the XVIIIth century, 
notwithstanding the extremely emancipated 
nature of this artist’s talent. Of course, deli- 
cacy in form and daintiness in color are requi- 
sites to this combination. : 

The collection at the newly opened Galerte 
d’Art Ancien et Moderne, 48 rue Francois 
Premier, brings together specimens of Mile. 
Charmy’s production in its various phases. For 
the first time we had here the privilege of 
meeting with this painter as a portraitist. The 





writers, Mme. Colette de Jouvenal and M. 
Roland Dorgelés, have sat to her. Of the former 
she has swept off-a seductive likeness with her 
characteristic bravura, but in the masculine 
head there is a force and originality more 
astounding. : 

A reclining figure of-a young girl in white 
on a light green ground; another nude and 
asleep, mi-corfs, on a rose-pink ground, are 
unique achievements in modern art. They are 
Fragonard subsequent to Matisse and Van 
Dongen. The nude has usually served the ma- 
jority of modern artists as motive for study. 
To Charmy it has pictorial beauty in itself as 
it had for Fragonard and Boucher. 

In her fingers the pigment is unusually flex- 
ible. Full, rich and fluid, transparencies are 
obtained without the facile device of dilution 
in turpentine. Black is a quality and not a 
value. To my mind Charmy has surpassed her- 
self in a bunch of Gloire de Dijon roses in a 
glass, but each picture has its own peculiar vir- 
tues and attractions. 

In a set of pencil sketches the flow of un- 
broken line is as spontaneous, supple and defi- 
nite. 

Society and celebrities in literature, art and 
the stage attended the opening of the Galérie 
d’Art Ancien et Moderne, whose subsequent 
exhibitions will be assigned to pictures by Tou- 
louse-Lautrec, Van Dongen, Forain, ete.

\ sale on December 9, at Puttick & Simp- 
son’s, will dispose of the drawings, diaries and 
papers of the Royal Academician, Joseph Far- 
ington, an important figure in the art world 
of the late XVIIIth and XIXth centuries.

Gainsborough, Reynolds, Hoppner and other 
Academy, Farington was an intimate friend of 
notables. The collection was bequeathed to 


the late Miss Tyrwhitt of Wallington. A num- 
ber of Farington’s studies of Scotland and the 
Thames, as well as several examples ‘executed 
in Flanders, are included. : 4 

The present system of charging for admis- 
sion to art exhibitions is coming in for con- 
siderable criticism. An artist, it is claimed, is 
out to sell his wares in exactly the same fash- 
ion as a draper or a grocer, and it is therefore 
politic that the public should be given free ac- 
cess to them, The artist has long enough en- 
dured penury, induced to a great extent by the 
difficulty which he has in placing his work 
before the public, and he is now asking whether 
it is not time that he climbed down from his 
pedestal and frankly asked people to come and 
examine his goods. 

The Fine Art Society of 148 New Bond street, 
W., is holding a memorial exhibition of the 
work of the late Sir William Richmond, The 
artist no doubt set the greatest store on his 
ambitious mosaics for St. Paul’s Cathedral and 
on other large subject compositions on classic 
lines. Yet the present show indicates that his 
best work was in less showy directions. Un- 
grudging appreciation goes out to his Italian 
landscapes, The most devout follower of St. 





Francis could desire no more delightful ver- 
sions of his town of Assisi. 

The Greatorex Gallery in Grafton. street has 
been showing the work of the Surrey Art Cir- 
cle, which inspires the hope that it may soon 
give place to one of the exhibitions usually 
associated with these rooms. The Greatorex 
stands for something very definite in etchings 
and drawings. 

The ancient tombs in Westminster Abbey 
are being restored. Many of them were orig- 
inally gaily painted in colors and these colors 
are to be given back. We shall then be 
enabled to gain some idea of what a Gothic 
cathedral was really intended to look like. Per- 
haps later the authorities may restore the col- 
oring to the interior itself. —L.G. S. 
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PARIS 


Jean Marchand has become a greater celeb- 
rity as a result of the Salon d’Automne. In 
his article in the Journal des Débats, André 
Michel, of the Louvre, and a member of the 


Institut, spoke of Marchand and his picture 
of “A Madonna of the People,” to the exclu- 
sion of every other artist. It is an honor no 
previous artist has experienced. The Galerie 
Barbazanges is now showing pictures by Mar- 
chand. The artist whom he most recalls is 
Carriére, though his tones and brushwork are 
quite different. 

A totally contrasting nature is that of Picart 
Le Doux (Druet’s). No one has a softer touch. 
Marchand and Picart Le Doux paint the same 
countryside, that of Provence. To Marchand 
it is grave, austere, almost bleak and wind 
swept, no season is discernible. In Picart Le 

Joux it is gay, voluptuous, floral, a very Gar- 
den of Eden. There is always a suggestion of 
suffering in a face by Marchand; to Picart Le 
Doux’s pretty damsels the world is ever in its 
spring. 

In the Association Amicale et Profession- 
nelle de Graveurs a l’Eau-Forte (Simonson’s) 
I liked Féau’s airy etching best. His touch is 
so firm and light and his sense of composition is 

nique in this group. Another exception is 
Gustave Pierre, and mention may be made of 
Péters-Destéract, a Belgian; Ripa de Roveredo, 
Charles Jouas, Damblans, Georges Bruyer, and 
Duluard, whose exhibit was bought by the 
State. 

Talking of etchings reminds me that Robert 
I’, Logan, one of America’s foremost etchers, 
in whom the beauties of old French architecture 
find so powerful an interpreter, has been show- 
ing his last plates at the American Art Asso- 
ciation. Notable is a choice bit of Dijon, the 
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famous house with the projection known as 
“L’Echanguette.” The Basilica at Vézelay, look- 
ing from the narthex into the nave, with the 
elaborately-carved tympanum overhanging the 
perspective, is another masterly achievement. 
On the same occasion Amory C. Simons dis- 
played his statuettes of animals, 

The work of Czecho-Slovakian engravers 
was the feature recently at the Cercle de la 
Libraire, 117 Boulevard Saint-Germain, The 
leading exhibitor was Max Svabinsky, profes- 
sor at the Prague School of Arts, whose cycle,

blue or green, but in “The Pool” the surface is 
broken up into small bits of color where the 
dark water reflects the adjoining wall of rock;

lightened the blue-green of the water with white 
far out beyond the shore. This same effect is 
also typical of “Maine Coast.” 

The eight water colors, of the ocean where 
the waves are beating around the rocks, are 
done with assurance and vitality.
